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The  Neeman  Commission 
Didn’t  Solve  Everything 
Masorti  Rabbi  to  Speak 
Saturday,  May  16 

Rabbi  Michael  Graetz,  spiritual  leader  of 
Congregation  Magen  Avraham  in  Omer, 
Israel,  and  one  of  the  most  passionate 
and  articulate  spokesmen  for  the  Masorti 
Movement,  will  speak  at  the  Shabbat  morning 
service  on  May  16. 

Rabbi  Graetz  was  born  in  Lincoln,  Nebras¬ 
ka.  He  attended  Columbia  University  and  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he 
was  ordained  in  1967. 

In  1967,  he  went  on  Aliyah  to  Israel  and 
^rked  as  assistant  to  the  editor-in-chief  of  the 
encyclopedia  Judaica,  for  which  he  wrote  arti¬ 
cles  on  modern  Jewish  thought. 

In  1973,  Rabbi  Graetz  served  in  the  Yom 
Kippur  war  in  the  IDF  chaplaincy,  as  part  of 
the  Hevra  Kadisha.  Upon  his  release  from 
army  service,  he  became  rabbi  of  Magen  Avra¬ 
ham  Congregation  in  Omer,  a  suburb  of  Beer 
Sheva,  and  a  teacher  of  Bible  and  Jewish  Civ¬ 
ilization  at  the  Kaye  State  Teacher’s  College  in 
Beer  Sheva.  In  1988,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
faculty  of  the  Israeli  Rabbinical  School  of 
Masorti  Judaism. 

During  the  period  of  1976  through  1979, 
Rabbi  Graetz  was  active  in  beginning  the 
Masorti  Movement.  This  activity  culminated  in 
his  election  as  the  first  executive  director  of 
the  movement.  In  that  position,  he  established 
the  movement’s  office  in  Jerusalem  and  nego¬ 
tiated  the  first  agreement  between  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  and  the  movement, 
which  established  Masorti  as  a  fact. 

During  this  period,  Rabbi  Graetz  contin¬ 
ued  as  the  rabbi  of  Magen  Avraham,  which  has 
grown  to  140  member  families. 

Rabbi  Graetz,  who  is  know  for  his  writing 
'  ed  has  many  publications  to  his  credit,  is  a 
member  of  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Masorti 
journal. 

Rabbi  Graetz  believes  that  Masorti

At  the  last  session  of  my  adult  education 
course  I  brought  in  and  read  passages 
from  a  selection  of  books  and  other  mate¬ 
rial  relevant  to  our  topic.  I  passed  some  of  these 
around  so  that  the  participants  in  my  class  might 
better  familiarize  themselves  with  the  texts.  I 
took  particular  note  of  the  intense  interest  with 
which  these  were  examined  and  their  titles  jot¬ 
ted  down.  It  reflected  a  thirst  for  acquiring  some 
basic  Jewish  resources  that  I  would  like  to  think 
exists  among  many  of  our  members.  We  are, 
after  all,  “the  People  of  the  Book.” 

You  may  recall  that  some  years  ago  the 
Lubavitcher  Hasidim  embarked  on  a  campaign 
to  highlight  the  necessity  of  owning  certain  fun¬ 
damental  Jewish  texts.  Here  are  my  thoughts 
on  the  essential  elements  of  a  Jewish  library,

many  of  which  can  be  acquired  from  The  Unit¬ 
ed  Synagogue  Book  Service,  155  Fifth 
Avenue,  (212)  533-7800,  ext.  2004. 

First  and  foremost,  no  Jewish  home  should 
be  without  a  copy  of  our  Bible,  both  in  Hebrew 
and  English.  Unlike  our  Christian  neighbors,  we 
don’t  “read  the  Bible.”  We  study  it.  Therefore, 
a  commentary — at  least  on  the  Torah — is  an 
indispensable  tool  for  the  understanding  of  our 
holiest  text.  There  are  any  number  of  com¬ 
mentaries  available  in  English,  but  there  is  only 
one  caveat:  often,  an  Orthodox  commentary 
will  present  Aggadic  (legendary)  material  as  fact 
or  one  interpretation  (among  many)  as  the 
authoritative  one. 

You  should  own  a  Jewish  calendar,  and,  of 
course,  a  prayerbook. 

The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  marvelous  compendium  on  all  aspects 
of  Jewish  observance  (life  cycle,  Shabbat  and 
the  holidays,  prayer)  by  Rabbi  Isaac  Klein  enti¬ 
tled  >1  Guide  to  Jewish  Religious  Practice .  It 
is  a  volume  that  I  urge  you  to  acquire. 

Some  years  ago,  Harry  Kemelman,  the 
author  of  those  mysteries  featuring  sleuth  par 
jccellence  Rabbi  David  Small,  ran  out  of  days 
of  the  week  ( Sunday  the  Rabbi  Stayed  Home, 
Monday  the  Rabbi... etc.).  That  is  when  he  wrote 
Conversations  with  Rabbi  Small,  which  is  a 
very  readable  presentation  of  basic  Jewish  be¬ 
liefs.  For  a  scholarly  and  more  in-depth  under¬ 
standing  of  Jewish  thought  I  refer  you  to  Louis 
Jacobs’  A  Jewish  Theology.  A  slender  pam¬ 
phlet  titled  Emet  Ve-Emunah  (Truth  and  Faith) 
outlines  the  principles  of  Conservative  Judaism. 

A  one-volume  Jewish  history  should  also 
be  a  part  of  your  collection.  The  most  compre¬ 
hensive  one  that  I  have  come  across  is  The  His¬ 
tory  of  the  Jews  by  Solomon  Grayzel.  A 
cogent  and  compelling  history  and  under¬ 
standing  of  the  Conservative  movement  can  be 
found  in  Elliot  Dorff  s  Conservative  Judaism : 
Our  Ancestors  to  our  Descendants  which 
was  originally  published  as  a  sourcebook  for 
United  Synagogue  Youth. 

The  Jewish  Catalog  Volume  I  is  a  user- 
friendly,  quick-reference  guide  to  observance, 
and  Jewish  Literacy  by  Joseph  Telushkin  con¬ 
tains  a  wealth  of  information  on  “everything”! 

No  list  is  perfect  or  all-encompassing,  and 
I  have  deliberately,  and  with  much  difficulty, 
'eliminated  many  outstanding  books.  If  you 
would  like  further  assistance,  any  of  the  clergy 
will  gladly  guide  you  to  texts  in  your  area  of 
Jewish  interest.

We  Take  Pride  In 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  w  ho  is  one  of 

the  principal  Jewish  contributors  to  a  new  dic¬ 
tionary  in  preparation  entitled  Music  for  Wor¬ 
ship:  A  Concise  Dictionary.  Consisting  of  some 
1,500  entries,  this  reference  work  on  liturgical 
music  of  Christians  and  Jews  will  provide  brief 
descriptions,  histories  and  explanations  of  rit¬ 
ual  and  musical  terms  and  personnel.  Ecu¬ 
menical  and  cross-cultural,  it  is  intended  for 
iudents  of  music  and  liturgy,  musicians  of  reli¬ 
gion  and  clergy. 

Lag  B’Omer 

Lag  B’Omer  occurs  on  the  33rd  day  after 
the  second  day  of  Passover,  during  the  seven 
week  Sefira  (“counting”)  period  between 
Passover  and  Shavuot.  This  year,  it  begins  on 
Wednesday  evening,  May  13th  and  continues 
on  Thursday,  May  14th. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  Lag  B’Omer 
because,  according  to  the  Talmud  (Yevamot 
62b),  it  was  on  this  day  that  a  plague  that  had 
struck  down  many  thousands  of  Rabbi  Akiba’s 
students  abated.  Because  of  this  event,  Lag 
B'Omer  also  has  been  called  Scholar’s  Day. 

All  About  Shavuot 

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Pente¬ 
cost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after 
Passover.  It  is  observed  for  one  day  in  Israel 
and  for  two  days  for  those  of  us  who  live  in 
the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricul¬ 
tural  festival,  a  time  of  ceremony  and  rejoicing 
when  the  first  fruits  where  brought  to 
Jerusalem.  But,  in  time,  it  became  associated 
historically  with  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on 
Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  Festival,  we 
read  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  general 


theme  is  the  Jewish  love  of  learning.  Also,  the 
Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this  time  because  it 
shows  the  great  devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopt¬ 
ed  faith  and  people. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with  this 
Festival  are  decorating  the  synagogue  with 
flowers,  all  night  study  ( Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot ), 
and  the  eating  of  dairy  foods  which  is  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  concept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of 
milk  and  honey. 

Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot 
Saturday  Evening, 

May  30  at  8:30  P.M. 

It  is  a  Jewish  tradition  to  spend  the  first 
night  of  Shavuot  studying  Torah,  because  it  is 
on  Shavuot  that  we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the 
Torah  to  Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This 
tradition  is  called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

At  8:30  P.M.  on  Saturday  evening,  May  30, 
Cantors  David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy  Abramson, 
together  with  the  Synagogue  Choir,  will  con¬ 
duct  a  special  Festival  service.  This  service  will 
be  followed  by  a  study  session  with  the  clergy. 
The  topic  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

Cheesecake  and  coffee,  in  honor  of  the 
tradition  of  eating  dairy  foods  on  Shavuot,  will 
be  served  after  the  study  session.
